tary Arthur Creech-Jones last 
week that this was a prerequisite 
to Jewish participation in the 
Palestine Conference, when it 
resumes on Dec. 16.

Issue Confronting Z.0.A. Convention 


By RAABI .LEON I. FEVER 
Vice President, Zionist Organization of America 
HE coming convention of “the Zionist Organization of 
America’ must register with unmistakable clarity and 
emphasis our fealty to the classic aim of Zionism, the national 
emancipation of the Jewish people. It should repudiate with 
equal vigor the notion that the Biltmore political formula is 
extremism—that it is anything more than a restatement of the 
just, legal and historic claim of the Jewish people to Palestine. 
We are not ready to drape the mantle of Herzl around the 
shoulders of the President of the American Jewish. Committee. 
The Zionist Organization of America is the largest and best 
organized branch of the world Zionist movement. It represents 
the section of Jewry with the greatest resources and therefore 


the greatest potentialities for the rescue and rehabilitation of - 


European Jewry and for the further development of the Jewish 
National Home. If nothing else, we are the logical and legiti- 
mate claimants on behalf of hundreds of thousands of Jews 
who want to go to Palestine, who have a stake in the future 
of the country and who must go there under conditions which 
will give them the greatest chance of security and happiness. 

WE SHALL BE MEETING on the eve of the World Zionist 
Congress. We shall have to take decisions which will provide 
our leaders and our representatives to the Congress with a 
clearly formulated program which will enable them to wield 
the greatest possible influence for the best interests of the 
Movement and Palestine and commensurate with the strength 
of American Zionism. Every delegate to Atlantic City should do 
some clear thinking about the following issues around which 
the political deliberations will undoubtedly revolve: 

1. How _can the Jewish Agency be extracted from the po- 
litical morass into which it either stumbled or was pushed—as 
the result of panic, by force of circumstances or because of the 
“politicking” of some of its members? The London Conference 
has fizzled, as the British meant it to fizzle. Since there is al- 
ways a time limit on offers, whatever offers were made can 
be withdrawn. The status quo remains and the political struggle 
can be launched anew. American Zionism is in the best position 
to do the launching. 

2. Partition. Was the Agency Executive right in making a 
decision for it? The Agency can only be right if it can demon- 
strate beyond reasonable doubt. that a Jewish State in the 
whole of Palestine is hopeless of achievement. American Zion- 
ists will be hard to convince that such is the case. There seem 
to be a great many Zionists in Palestine and elsewhere who also 
are not yet convinced. 

38. WHETHER THE FINAL DECISION of the Congress is 
to make a fight for a Jewish State in the whole or in a part of 
Palestine, American Zionist leaders must be enabled to do their 
work without sabotage or obstruction. We must not again be 
frustrated within sight of our goal as we have been time and 
again in the past three years. Therefore the Jewish Agency in 
America and the American Zionist Emergency Council must 
be amalgamated into a single, smoothly operating political or- 
ganization—under American Zionist leadership. This is an 
absolute must about which there can be no further stalling or 
compromise. « 

We Must Mean Business! 

4. We must demand that the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency come to the Congress with a practical and well-defined 
program of national struggle and resistance which has the back- 
ing of the Yishuv and which will be carried through consistently 
and courageously. The time for halting and backing is over. 
The British mean business and we must mean business. Either 
the Executive of the Agency can produce such a program or it 
must relinquish leadership. Governments usually resign when 
a single major policy has met defeat. It is not unkind, only 
truthful, to point out that the present leadership has incurred 
too many defeats. Perhaps that accounts for its qeleatnt psy- 

chology. 

5. We must request again, and insistently, that the Con- 
gress be held in the United States. The reasons are too obvious 
for comment. 

Above all else, perhaps, this convention will have to rein- 
vigorate the climate of Zionist spirit. It must help all of us 

to recharge our Zionist faith and Zionist courage. There is 
no room, especially now, either in ranks or on any level of 
Zionist leadership for pessimists and defeatists. The horizon of 
our Zionist vision should be this—when we achieve the Jewish 
State, whether in our lifetime or not, is not as important as 
that we shall achieve it under the most favorable conditions 
Bord its future pence and _ prosperity.

There should doubtless be certain fundamental courses re 
quired of all students. Popular psychology, even on so low a level 
as “How to Win Friends and Influence People,” must be an abso- 
lute requisite. There must be popular courses in the philosophy 
of Jewish life, for unless they know the raison d’etre of Jewish 
living; how can they lead Jewish activities? Too many organiza- 
tions and institutions suffer from just that sort of aimlessness 
today. 

HOW IS THE START to be made? Obviously the project must 
be undertaken under community auspices, preferably a community 
council, The first course may be no more than a pertinent series 
of informal lectures and discussion, attendance at which will be 
required for the presidents of all organizations affiliated with 
the Council. That will be only a beginning, and in developing 
the project the community must bear in mind that eventually it 
will grow into a genuine school for community administration. 

Perhaps the day is not far off when no man can offer himself 
as candidate for office in any Jewish organization unless he posseses 
the diploma of the school, indicating that he has completed the 
necessary course of studies qualifying him for such position.

Have you ever been required to give up something for your 
Have you always been willing to make this sacri- 


fice? The Book of Daniel is the saga of brave Jewish youths 
who were willing to give up their very lives rather than fail 


in their duty as Jews. 


Some weeks ago we told you the story 


of Shadrach, Mesach, and Abed-nego, the three young Hebrews 
who were cast into a fiery furnace rather than bow to a golden 
image in Babylon. That tale is part of the Book of Daniel. The 
bravery of these men gave strength and devotion to later Jews 
who faced persecution. For centuries, we have drawn courage 
and hope from the story of Daniel and his friends. 


DANIEL IN THE LIONS’ DEN 


HERE was a new king in 

Babylon. His name was Da- 
rius the Mede. To govern the 
kingdom he selected a hundred 
and twenty governors or satraps. 
Over them he set three chief of- 
ficials to whom the_ satraps 
should report. Daniel, who had 
been’ among the captives taken 
from Judea and trained in the 
palace, was one of the chief offi- 
cials, and his rule was so much 
better than that of the others 
that the King resolved to set him 
over the whole empire. 

The other chief officials and the 
satraps were envious and_ they 
searched for some way of de- 
stroying Daniel. They could find 
nothing with which to accuse 
him because he was faithful and 
upright. 

So the men consulted together 
and said: 

“We shall not find any way to 
accuse this Daniel unless we find 
it in connection with the Law of 
God.” 


THEY DECIDED on a plot. Ap- 
pearing before the king, they 
said: 

“King Darius, live for ever! All 
the chief officials of the kingdom, 
the counsellors and the satraps, 
the judges and the governors, 
have consulted together to have 
the king make a law and issue a 
command that whoever shall ask 


* a petition of any God or man for 


thirty days, except of you, O 
King, shall be thrown into a den 
of lions. Now, O King, give the 
command and sign the law, so 
that like the law of the Medes and 
the Persians, it may not be 
changed.” 


The law was really a trap for 
Daniel because his enemies knew 
that nothing could make him 


stop praying to his God. King 
Darius, of course, did not know 


this, but was pleased by the hon- 


or it seemed to bestow upon him. 
So he signed the decree and the 
command went out over the king- 
dom. 

Although Daniel heard the 
command, he went into his house 
to pray. Three times each day, he 
knelt, facing Jerusalem, and of- 
fered his prayers and thanks to 
God just as he had done before. 
This was the opportunity his en- 
emies had been waiting for. They 
rushed into his house and found 
Daniel calling upon his God. At 
once they went before the King 
and denounced him. 


KING DARIUS loved Daniel 
and wanted to save him. Until 
sunset he delayed, trying to find 
some way for Daniel to escape 
death in the lions’ den, even 
though he had disobeyed the law. 
But the chief officials and satraps 
came again before the king and 
said. 

“Know, O King, that it is a law 
of the Medes and Persians that 
no command nor law which the 
king gives may be changed.” 

Sadly, Darius sentenced Daniel 
to be thrown into the den of 
lions. But, to Daniel, he said. 
“May your God, whom you al- 
ways serve, save you!” 


Then a stone was laid at the 
entrance to the den. Darius seal- 
ed it with his own seal-ring and 
with those of his nobles, so that 
nothing might be done to save 
Daniel. And the king went to his 
palace and fasted all the night 
through. 

As soon as it was light, the 
king hurried to the lions’ den. 
With a sad voice, he called out: 
“O Daniel, servant of the living

OMETIMES readers ask for recipes that have appeared in this 

column only a brief time before the date of the letter sent me. 
It may indicate that The National Jewish Post is being passed 
around among the neighbors. The circulation department might 
not like that practice if it becomes a habit, even though it is a 
whale of a compliment to those who do their best to make it 
worthwhile reading. 

Some of the letters I receive indicate that the recipes of this 
column are clipped and stored away for future use but, unfor- 
tunately, hidden away so thoroughly that the one wanted just 
couldn’t be found. Well, dear readers, it’s up to you to clip and 
file the recipes you want to refer to later—just like any efficient 
homemaker would do. But please feel free to write me at any time if 
the desired recipe you once noticed managed to slip away from 
you and you want it repeated. 

Miss L. M. Woodridge of Detroit, Mich., writes for the recipes 
for “making the Jewish bread and rolls, and are your recipes free 
or is there a charge on them?” And inthe same mail I received 
postcards from Mrs. M. Barron of The Bronx and Mrs. C. Salzman 
of Forest Hills, Long Island, N. Y., asking for recipes for Challah. 
So, here is the Challah Recipe and directions for rolls that you 
can make from the very same dough. 

Remember that in making any kind of yeast dough for bread 
or rolls, kneading to a smooth elasticity is just as important as 
setting the dough to rise away from draughts, at room tempera- 
ture, until double in bulk. The baking process is really the easiest 
part. But as the famous English portrait painter, Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds, said when asked with what he mixed his paints to achieve 
such exquisite’ results—“mix it with brains.” 

Keep your letters coming, dear readers, and I'll do my best to 
help you restore the almost lost fine art of home-making. 


CHALLAH DOUGH 


8 cups flour 2 cakes yeast 


1tblsp salt 3 eggs 
1 tbisp sugar A pinch of saffron in 
4 tbIlsps vegetable shortening or oil liquid (optional) 


2 cups hot potato water 

Sift together flour and salt into a large mixing bowl. Combine 
sugar and shortening with the hot potato water (water in which 
potatoes have been boiled), or use boiled water. Let the liquid 
cool to lukewarm and dissolve the yeast in about % cupful. Stir 
the dissolved yeast into the flour in the center of the bowl to make 
a soft, spongy mass, commonly referred to as “the sponge.” Cover 
with a dishtowel and set in a warm place for 30 minutes or till 
it forms a bubbly mass in the center of the bowl of flour. Beat 
eggs slightly and stir into the “sponge.” Add remaining liquid (in- 
cluding the saffron colored liquid), stirring until all the flour com- 
bines into a smooth mixture. 

Turn the mass out on a floured kneading board and work the 
dough with the hands, kneading from the outer portion toward the 
center with the heel of the thumbs until the dough is smooth and 
elastic and does not stick to the board. Return the kneaded dough 
to the mixing bowl, cover with a light dusting of flour, spread a 
towel over the top and set to rise at room temperature, away from 
draughts, until double in bulk. If the dough retains the imprint 
of the finger when pressed down, knead thoroughly on the floured 
board and let it rise on the board for about 10 minutes. Cut dough 
into two equal portions for the two loaves, then cut each into 3. 
Roll into lengths tapering at the ends, pinch three together at one 
end and proceed to braid lightly to form the twists or Challahs. 


Place the 2 Challahs on a baking sheet that has been lightly 
greased when floured with a towel and let rise till double in 
bulk. When ready to bake the loaves, brush the tops with water 
or a mixture of egg yolk and water, place in a pre-heated oven 
at 400’ F. Bake 15 minutes, reduce control to 375’F, and after 25 or 
30 minutes, reduce heat slightly and continue baking until the 
loaves are nicely browned and well crusted, the whole baking 
period approximately 1 hour. 


VARIATION: Reserve some of the dough after the second kneading 
with which to make very slender braids to place on 
top of the large ones. After brushing with egg yolk 
and water, sprinkle with poppy seed or sesame seed. 
The Twist-on-Twist Challah is traditional with many 
families and a special delight to the children. 


Midget Twists or Rolls 

Use the Challah Dough ingredients divided by half, except that 
you use the same amount of sugar and 2 eggs. After the second 
rising and kneading of dough, form into balls the size of an egg, 
rolling each into finger rolls, then braiding three together lightly, 
and pinching together at each end to form the Midget Twists. Let 
rise till double in bulk, brush the tops with water or egg yolk mixed 
with water, sprinkle with poppy seed or sesame seed or bake plain 
at 375’ F 20 to 25 minutes or till nicely browned. 


Bee Hives are made by forming the thin rolls of dough, 4 inches, 
in length, into a round Bee Hive Shape. 


Pocket Books are made by flattening balls of dough, brushing 
with melted shortening and pressing the back of a knife down the. 
centers before folding over. Brush tops with a, evaporated milk,

Lessing Rosenwald, who at one 
time told me he respected The 
Post for its fairness, now be- 
a lieves that Thé Post is another

actly what I’m saying here, if 
you’re snickering.) When I 
pointed out to him that our news 
columns were open to his organi- 
zation (The American Council for 
Judaism) just as they are to all 
groups in the Jewish community, 
aq he said yes and then declared 
4 , that we immediately followed up 
3 the news item with an editorial 
attacking the news article. (This 
is our privilege, but even so Mr. 
Rosenwald isn’t accurate in this 
charge.) 

I want to point out to Mr. Ros- 
enwald that although by now it 
is pretty well-established in the 
Angio-Jewish press that the 
Council for Judaism’s activities 
warrant reporting: just like ac- 
tivities of other groups, there 
was a time when these news col- 
umns were closed to his organi- 
zation. Mr. Rosenwald should re- 
member that this paper fought 
the battle for his group although 
we opposed its policies. 

Mr. Rosenwald should also re- 
member when The B’nai B'rith 
3 (National Jewish) Monthly re- 
4 od fused an advertisement from the 
4 Council. Later just to refresh Mr. 
Rosenwald’s memory, The Na- 
tional Jewish Monthly, still re- 
fusing the advertisement, printed 
its contents, less the application 
blank for new members, free of 
charge. 

That battle is over and now al- 
most forgotten. But The Post 
fought that battle through. The 
trend of events, just as The Post 
prophesied when it fought for 
the right of the Council for ac- 
cess to the Anglo-Jewish press, 
has sort of submerged the Coun- 
cil, but Mr. Rosenwald can 
hardly credit The Post with that. 
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I talked to a reform rabbi 
whose congregation numbers 
ever 1,500 members, who told me 
that 18 years ago he recommend- 
ed that his congregation be 
broken up into several smaller 
ones but that nothing ever came 
of his recommendation.

A physician was recently com- 
plaining that only rarely does he 
receive a note of thanks from his 
patients or their loved ones, how- 
ever much pain he may have 
taken with them. They do pay 
their bills; they are good, honest 
people. But no gracious word 
comes with the check. That testi- 
fies to’. bad manners, or perhaps 
something more basic—lack of 
appreciation, lack of refinement. 
It’s all in terms of bought and 
paid for! 

As a rabbi I can testify to a 
good many notes of appreciation. 
I cherish them, for they reassure 
me in the feeling that by being 
generous with my time and en- 
ergy I am not merely a fool or 
a “sucker.” But to think of the 
much effort and life’s energies 
accepted without a word of 
thanks is appalling. I have offi- 
ciated at scores of bar mitzvahs. 
Time, energy, and affection go 
into these services. I expect no 
financial compensation; I will ac- 
cept none. Only the sons of mem- 
bers of the congregation ean 
have Bar Mitzvah services in our 
synagogue and this is due our 
members, But I do expect a word 
of thanks from the parents if 
not from the boy, and I get it 
only rarely. Why is that gracious- 
ness missing? Recently I re° 
turned a wedding fee. I had 
taken considerable trouble with 
that particular marriage: It was 
lavish to a point of vulgarity. 
Fnally, when a check did come, 
it came in a cheap envelope, 
without a word of thanks. I was 
impelled to thank the groom— 
college trained—for the gracious 
note of thanks he did not have 
the courtesy to write.

Editor, The Jewish Post, 

In the current issue of Oct. 11 
of The National Jewish Post, I 
again found Reform Judaism 
rabidly attacked, which has 
prompted me to write this letter 
not only in defense of .Reform 
Judaism, but also Orthodoxy and 
and Conservatism. 

When will Jews drop their 
bigoted attitude and realize that 
each of these three forms of 
Judaism has a mission to per- 
form? Men like Rabbi Wise had 
the foresight to see the need of 
Reform for some of the Ameri- 
can masses. Is it not better for 
an American Jew, devoid of the 
benefit of a Jewish education, 
repeat the Shema, facing the 
Holy Ark, rather than seek the 
medium of spiritual expression 
through Christian Science? To 
this type of Jew, the Orthodox 
service is a mumbo-jumbo given 
in a strange language in an un- 
familiar atmosphere. He feels at 
home in the Reform Temple 
where he can at least repeat the 
prayers in a tongue comprehen- 
sible to him. 

Why does Orthodoxy disparage 
Reform Judaism as a means for 
political expression from the 
pulpit? A temple like the Free 
Synagogue of New York has 
made the Jew politically con- 
scious of power politics affecting 
his brethren both here and 
abroad, and has guided its con- 
gregation to an intelligent under- 
standing of its duties as Jews and 
Americans. Can one deny that

the crooked machinations of un- 
scrupulous politicians is harmful 
and sinful? Therefore, is not 
good politics good religion? 


On the other hand, why do Re- 
form Jews cast sly inneuendos 
about the Orthodoxy’s careful ob- 
servance of Kashruth; and if a 
bearded Jew in caftan and talith 
beats his breast, can one doubt 
the sincérity of his prayers, and 
the spiritual beauty and _tradi- 
tions of his forefathers? Then, 
between the two stands Conserva- 
tive Judaism, treading the middle 
path, careful to lean neither too 
much to the left or right, but 
also fulfilling its purpose. 

Can not Jews realize that these 
modifications of our _ religion 
sprang from the spiritual needs 
of our dispersion? The beauty 
of Judaism is its flexibility. If a 
Jew attend alternate services of 
all three, he is not ex-communi- 
cated. 


Like Charity, tolerance begins 
at home. To the average Jew I 
would say—“Take from each— 
the Reform, Conservative and 
Orthodox, that which fills your 
individual need most, and be 
more tolerant toward your fellow 
worshiper.” God hears and un- 
derstands all prayers, and He 
may find them acceptable if 
given with depth and sincerity.

For being conscientious objectors, Others did army medical 
work. Still others worked in Quaker camps, and such. Now the 
rabbis are trying to get money to repay the Quakers, etc, for the 
C.O.’s board. Former Chaplain Norman Goldburg objects to the 
whole business. He rouses resentment. 

Specially angry are the dozen rabbis who were conscientious 
objectors themselves, They refused to help kill. There’s a whole 
movement like that; and you'll be surprised to learn they corres- 
pond with Palestine Jews who will never bear arms, and are non- 
resistors. Moshe Shertok, Zion leader, is furious at them. But 22- 
year-old David Engel doesn’t care. A refugee, his pacifism has had 
him thrown out of one colony after another. Now he does the dirt- 
jest, most disgusting work, in obscurity. But David is brave. Hopes 
to be a teacher. Corresponds with another young leader, Hershel 
Matt, of the Seminary in New York. Many Palestine pacifists, 
and others, are vegetarians. Why? “Well, what is pacifism but 
vegetarianism toward human beings?”
